toria residents have seen one 
of the area’s scenic attractions and 
recreation grounds converted into a 


blackened hill: whose ugliness will . 


be a reproach for some years to 
come. 


This has been the transformation 
of Mount Douglas — a serious loss 
through fire and a startling warn- 
ing of what could happen in other 
parts of southern Vancouver Island 
as the public takes to the woods for 
the hunting season. 


The Mount Douglas tragedy em- 
phasizes the localized nature of the 
fire hazard near the end of a pro- 


vincial_fire season that has been 
very low in total losses. According 
to the official reports, the fire 
hazard for Vancouver forest district, 
including the whole of the Island, 
is relatively low. But it was any- 
thing but low at Mount Douglas. 
And the Mount Douglas situation -

A National Park on the Pacific 


BRITISH COLUMBIANS HAVE 
been cheered to read that the 
federal: government and provincial 
officials show signs of getting ‘to- 
gether to create a national park on 
the Pacifi¢ Coast. The proposal is 
to establish a seaside recreation 
area which, combined with the exist- 
ing provincial Wickaninnish Beach 
Park, will preserve for public enjoy- 
ment, about 14 miles of incompar- 
able shoreline north of Long Beach 
on Vancouver Island. . 

Mr. Arthur Laing has made it 
quite clear that he would prefer 
to see Garibaldi Park turned over 
to his federal department. But he 
is also on record as being willing 


to consider other areas, provided 
the provincial minister, Mr. Kier- 
nan, could offer them under the 
terms required for land to become 
a. national park. Mr. Kiernan, for 
his part, has shown determination 
to retain Garibaldi under provincial 
jurisdiction and. proposed the site 
near Tofino as an alternative. 


Preliminary negotiations to date 
leave a large number of details to 
be settled before the new national 
park becomes a fact rather than 
an idea. But at least the minister in 
Victoria is communicating with the 
one in Ottawa — which is a major 
advance over past relationships.

Rising Pressure to Make andals Pay 


WHE childish pranks become van- 
dalism, who should pay for the cost 
of repairing the damage. This question 
Is being asked with 
increasing frequency 
lately with — the 


mounting toll of 
damage. In Vancou- 
ver recently, authori- 
ties, suspectéd that 
$10,000,000 in damage 
may have been 
caused by children 
playing with matches. 
In much of the other

damage that is.done, authorities do not 

have to guess at the cause, they know. 
Evéry school board in the country 


includes a whopping 
maintenance budgets for replacing 
broken glass. Most of the damage is 
attributed to accidents, it varies widely 
from school to schgol. But there-is also a 
conviction that a good deal ef the glass 
is broken accidently on purpose. 

Then there is sheer unadulterated 
vandalism, Last year a group of Calgary 
teen-agers broke into a high school and 
did more than $5,000 damage before they 
ran out-of steam. Toilet fixtures were 
torn out or damaged; floors were flooded 
and the walls were disfi The gang 
was evertually rounded up and sent to 
jail. * :

The problem here is that not many 
vandals act individually, The damage is 
usually done by a group. so_ that 
identifying the orie mainly responsible is 
difficult if not impossible most of the 
time. 

At its recent ‘convention, the Ontario 
Municipal Association demanded that 
action be taken by the Ontario Legis- 
lature to make parents responsible for 
damage caused by their juvenile off- 
spring. It asked for a law which will 
make parents or guardians responsible 
for damage committed by children under 
their control. 

Under the Ontario Juvenile. Delin- 
quents Act, children cannot be forced to 
make restitution. There is no legislation 
that will maké their patents pay for 
their vandalism. 

A similar proposal was voiced by the 
Winnipeg School Board; but a police 
magistrate batted the ball right back at 
the board. What was. needed, he said, 
was a lot more and stronger discipline in 
the schools where the pupils spend so 
much of their life. 

A truant officer chirped up with the 
opinion that putting pressure on pacents 
wouldn't work because ‘the vandals 
usually had inadequate parents in the 
first place, 

_ Here the argument obviously got at 
cross purposes. The magistrate and 
truant officer were med with 


juvenile delinquency. The school- boards 
and civic leaders are concerned with 
dollacs which somebody must pay to 
repair the damage done by vandals. It 
has nothing to do with the fate of the
